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Claims 

That which is claimed is: 

1 . A band having a plurality of joined links, each link comprising: 
a cover member; 

an extension dement defining a first channel and a second channel; 
a ast springbar extending through the tot channel to secure the extension element to the 
cover member; and 

a second springbar extending through the s^M channel to join the extemion element to 
an adjacent cover member, 
U.e cover member being configured to join with an «ijace„t extension e.«nent that is separate 

from the extension element. 

2 H-e band recite in elaim 1, wherein the cover member include a first pair of apertures 
tot receive end portions of the first springbar to secure the ext^rsion element to the cover 

member. 

3 The band recited in claim 2. wherein the cover member includes a second pair of 
^ that receive end portions of an adjacent springbar to join the adjacent extension 
element to the cover member. 

4 The band recited in clam, 2, wherein the cover member has primary surfi^e and a pair of 
sid^valls extending outward from -he primary surf^ and each sidewall defines one of the parr 

of apertures. 

5. m band recited in claim 1, wherein the band includes a first portion and a second 
portion that are each secured to a case of a timepiece. 
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6. The band recited in claim l, wherein the cover member is formed of a metal material. 

7. The band recited in claim 1, wherein the extension element is formed of a flexible 
polymer material. 

8. The band recited in claim 1, wherein the extension element is formed of urethane. 

9. The band recited in claim 1, wherein the first springbar and the second sprin^ar each 
mclude a tubular member and a pair of depressible end portions. 

10. The band recited in claim 1, wherein the adjacent extension element is positioned 
opposite the adjacent cover member. 

11. The band recited in claim 1, wherein the cover, the extension element, the first springbar, 
and the second springbar form a link of the band. 

12. The band recited in claim 11. wherein a plurality of the link are joined together to form 
the band. 

13. The band recited in claim 12, wherein a fiist plurality of the link are joined together to 
form a first band portion, and a second plurality of the link are joined together to form a second 
band portion. 

14. The band recited in claim 13, wherein the first band portion and the second band portion 
each include an end that is configured to join with a case of a timepiece.

,6. The band recited in claim 1. wherein the firs, channel is substantially parallel to the 

second channel.

18. A band comprising: 

a first cover member having a first coratection point; 

a second cover member having a second connection point; 

anextensionelementhavingafirstportionandasecondportion, the firstportion defining 
a first channel extending laterally through the extension dement, and the second 
portion defining a second channel ext»ling laterally trough the extension 
dement, the first d»nnd bdng substantially paralld to the second d«umel; 
a first springbar positioned within the first channd and joined witi, the first connection 

point to secure ttie ext«ision dement to the first cover member; 
a second sprin^ar positioned wititin fl.e second d«nnd a»l joined witi. the second 
co^ection point to secure flte extension element to the second cover member, and 
a p* of adjacent extension elements positioned on opposite sides of tire extension 
dement, one of tire adjacent ext«»ion dements being s«=ured to flte firs, cover 
member, and anotiter of the adjacent extension dements bdng secured to the 
second cover member.

21. The band recited in claim 1 9, wherem a clasp joins an end of the first band portion »ith 
an end of the second band portion. 

22 The band r^ted in claim 18, wherein first comiection point is a pair of apertures in 
first cover member, the pair of apertures receiving end portions of the firs, springbar to 

secure the extension element to the first cover member. 

23 The band recited in claim 22, wherein the first cover member has primary sur&ce and a 
pair of sidewall, extending outward ftom the primary surface, and each sidewall defines one of 

the pair of apertures. 

24. The band recited in claim 18. wherein the first cover member and the second cover 
member are formed of a metal material. 

25. Tire band recited in claim 18. wherein the extension elment is formed of a Hexible 

polymer material. 

26. THe band recited in claim 18, wherein the first springbar and the second springbar each 
include a tubular member and a pair of depressible end portions.

a case that defines a recess;

a band extending ftom a. lease one side of dre case, the band having a ptoality of links, 
each link incMng a cover member, an extension element, a first springbar 
extending through a first channel in the extension element to secure d>e extensron 
element to the cover member, and a second springbar extending throu^ a second 
channel in the extension element to join the extension element to an adjacent link. 

,0. timepiece r»ted in claim 29. wherein a crystal extends over the fimmg element, the 

crystal being formed of an at least partially transparent material.

47. A wrist-worn timepiece comprising: 
a case that defines a recess; 

a timing element positioned within the recess; 

a crystal extending over the timing elem«.t, the crystal bemg formed of an at least 

partially transparent material; and 
a band extemiing fiom at least one side of the case, the band having a plurality of Imks 

joined by spring the band including a cover member extending over at least a 

portion of the crystal.
